The gas is to be piped from 
wells at Bassano, -whi¢h have cost east- 
ern capitalists vo less than $2, 145,000 to 
bore. Although the work has been 
done quietly and without very. much 
publicity, it has been going on for the 
past two years, and a permanent flow of 
gas has been struck in abundant quan- 
tities.

Twenty-five millions of 
human beings are believed to have 
perished in this single series of epi- 
demics.
